does not receive more votes than the incumbent 
by the end of the day, then the incumbent 
remains Commissioner until the next election, 
which is in four years. Champagne all around 
for Bill Aspinall. 


THIRD RAIL COVERINGS

POLICE SHUT DOWN ICE BRIDGE 

The profound cold that gripped the area 
last week had the effect of freezing patches of 
the waters surrounding Shelter Island to the 
extent that it became possible to walk or drive 
from parts of the South Fork clear across to 
Shelter Island. And, since locals are always 
looking for ways to get to Shelter Island on 
the cheap, people began walking and driving 
to and from the island across the water in a 
fairly constant stream. On Saturday, police 
started receiving calls from residents who, 
observing pedestrians and vehicles making 


their way across the ice, were worried for 
the daredevils’ safety. According to Hamptons 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch, the police 
quickly shut down several routes across the ice. 
“We determined several access points around 
Sag Harbor where motorists were driving their 
vehicles onto the ice,” said Hirsch. “Obviously, 
if somebody wanted to go across on foot, it 
would be much harder to stop that. But there 
weren't too many places where you could drive 
a Car out there, so we got a handle on that.”

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Celebrity Water 


Drink the Water Drunk from the Faucet of Your Favorite Celebrity

elebrity Water is coming to the Hamptons. 

By this time next month you will be able 
to buy bottles of the exact same water certain 
selected celebrities drink in their own homes. 
The bottles will be labeled Celebrity Water, and 
beneath that name will be the signature of the 
celebrity whose water has been selected. Just 
go to your nearby deli and ask for it by name. 
Imagine drinking the water that is used in the 
home of Alec Baldwin or Rudolph Giuliani. 
Celebrity Water is the brainstorm of Donald 
McKracken, a longtime resident of the Hamptons. 
Some people might remember him from years 
ago when he was a bartender at Scarlett’s in 
Westhampton Beach. 

“I have always wondered why there is no 
commercial marketing of the water in the 
Hamptons,” he told us. “It is every bit as good 
as Fiji water or Evian water, even better. | looked 
into it.” 

What McKracken found was that the water 
the celebrities in the Hamptons drink in their 
homes comes from a special and rather small 
underground aquifer 50 feet below the surface of 
the earth. Attempts had been made in the past to 
tap into this aquifer and sell the water in bottles 
to the general public, but the authorities, fearful 
that a Hamptons Water could be so popular this 
aquifer could dry up, pulled the permits they 
issued to the companies that tried to do this. 


Mckracken’s genius is that his company is 
not going to tap down into the aquifer at all. They 
are going to get the water after it has already 
come up. It will be gotten from the water pipes 
leading into the homes of the celebrities, right 
from the Suffolk County Water Authority pipes, 
out on the street. 

“There’s no permit necessary to do this,” 
McKracken said. “I’ve looked into it.” 

It will all be done at night. Beginning at 
midnight, 20 white, unmarked trucks will be sent 
out into the Hamptons community. Inside will 


-be employees of Celebrity Water, wearing fake 


white Suffolk County Water Authority jumpsuits 
to make it look like they are from that company, 
in case of trouble. The drivers will park in front 
of the home of a particular celebrity, use a 
divining rod to locate the place underground 
where the county water pipe is connected to 
the pipe leading into the celebrity’s home, and 
drill down. A special plastic tube attached to 
an electric motor inside the truck will then be 
attached and tapped in, and then some of the 
water will be sucked up. 

When 20 casks are filled and marked with the 
name of the celebrity, the team will drive on to 
the next celebrity location. In this. way, the 200 
casks in the back of each of the 20 trucks can 
be filled and identified and then taken to the 
Celebrity Water factory in Flanders, where the 
water will be transferred to bottles, capped, 
labeled, date-stamped and boxed. 


By noon, with a new crew, the trucks will go out 
to the delis in the area delivering the Celebrity 
Water. You can buy it fresh that afternoon. And 
thus enjoy the very same water that each of the 
celebrities drink in their own homes. 

“The celebrities won't even know it is 
happening,” McKracken said. “It will just be a 
slight loss of pressure in their faucets for a half- 
hour while we tap in. And that’s late at night.” 

We asked how he will get the signatures of the 


“celebrities, and he had an answer for that, too. 


“We have a couple of hackers at our plant. It’s 
easy. Celebrities sign things and signatures get 
online, as you know. So we just pick them out. 
Obviously, we won't be getting to a particular 
celebrity until we’ve got that signature. This has 
to be on the up-and-up.” 

So there you have it. The birth of what will soon 
be a worldwide special bottled water business 


- with freighters bearing container loads of water 


across the oceans in the same way as they carry 
Perrier or Pellegrino. 

Carbonated? We asked about it. 

“We've been experimenting with that,” 
McKracken told me, “adding the carbonation 
right at the source. But some of our secret 
friends at the Suffolk County Water Authority 
have learned that they’ve had complaints from 
celebrities about that in their homes. So we’ve 
put it on the shelf for now.” 

Just imagine. The same water Alec Baldwin 
showers with. g&

Trump in Print 


Two Tell-Alls, One by Wolff, the Other by Hurt

_ Hurt on Trump 

_ Michael Wolff's new tell-all about Donald 
Trump came on the market this past week, 
and the public has already bought massive 
quantities of it. It will surely be the number-one 
bestseller when all the votes are in next week. 

_ At least part of the success is due to President 
Trump’s declaration that if Henry Holt & Co. 
did publish this book, he will sue to have 
it banned. He said this last week, when the 
publication date would have been the next 
-week, January 12. After that, they moved the 
publication date up a week. Trump’s threat is 
good for sales. 

The essence of Wolff's book is that Donald 
Trump is not capable of being President of the 
United States. Wolff gives many examples of it, 
and says he spent three hours altogether with 
Mr. Trump, gathering material directly from 
him. Trump of course denies he ever let Wolf 
near him. 

This is not the first tell-all about Donald 
Trump, though. Another author at another 
time published a tell-all about Donald Trump. 
In 1993, local Hamptonite, TV personality 
and author Harry Hurt Ill wrote Lost Tycoon. 
Trump was nearly bankrupt at the time, just a 
bombastic and flawed real estate tycoon who 
was floundering. 


Here’s part of a review of Lost Tycoon from 
the Los Angeles Times, including two quotes in 
that review excerpted from the book: 

“To hear. Hurt tell it,” reviewer Jonathan 
Kirsch wrote, “Trump was famous for being 
famous—and that’s about all. He comes across 
as a kind of fourth-rate Howard Hughes, a 
pathetic figure who postured and preened for 
the media but ended up as a parody of himself.” 

One of the quotes excerpted in the review 
reads, “‘How can you say you love us?’ his 
son screamed at him when Trump and Maples 
showed up at a rock concert. ‘You just love 
your money!’” : 

“According to Hurt,” Kirsch continues, 
“Trump cut a sorry figure as a jet-setter and 
a deal-maker. He sailed only once aboard his 
luxury yacht, the 7rump Princess, because 
he was unnerved by the sounds of weighing 
anchor. He once tried to antagonize a business 
rival by spreading rumors that the man’s wife 
was seeking to have an affair with Trump. And, 
on a trip to Japan to watch the Mike Tyson- 
Buster Douglas fight, Trump was crushed to 
discover that the fans and reporters who met 
his airplane were only there because he had 
planted the (false) story that Michael Jackson 
was traveling with his entourage. 

“‘Call the emperor,’ the spurned Trump told 
one of his aides. “Tell him I want to see him.” 


Lost Tycoon is out of print today. In the 
summer of 2016, when Trump was still on 
the campaign trail, it was suggested to W.W. 
Norton that they release further printings of 
Lost Tycoon, but Norton declined to do so. 
According to The New York Post, they told Hurt 
that they were afraid Trump would sue them if 
they did that. To put an exclamation point on 
this, they returned the rights to the book to 
Hurt without his even asking. So it continues 
out of print, although you can sometimes find a 
copy of it on eBay or Amazon. 

1 wonder what Harry Hurt Ill thinks of Michael 
Wolff's new book today. When a tycoon on the 
rocks threatens to sue, you take it seriously. 
When a sitting President threatens to sue, it 
reads as an attack on the First Amendment and 
a reason to sell even more books. 

In the end, though, we know Trump. It was 
symbolized by the full-size cardboard Trump 
greeting people at events promoting his Trump 
University. We know how Trump operates, in 
office and out. He finally reimbursed those who 
filed lawsuits related to Trump University— 
$25 million I think it was, paid out when he was 
President-elect. Surely he would not have done 
so if not urged by his lawyers. He would have 
just stuck those folks—too bad for them. But 
now good for his image to be done with it.

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Chocolate Mountains 


A Fight for Triangle Candy Bar Dominance in Europe

W" his is a story about a majestic mountain in 
& Switzerland, two humpy hills in Shropshire, 
England, and two candy bars. 

In 1908, a Swiss man named Theodor Tobler 
created a chocolate bar he called Toblerone. 
It consisted of 10 triangular shaped peaks all 
lined up in a row with spaces between them. It 
reminded many people of a row of Swiss alps, 

_and indeed, after a while, Tobler had a drawing 
of the Matterhorn, the most famous Swiss alp, 
placed on its wrapper. Many believe that Tobler 

created the chocolate bar to remind people 
of the many mountain peaks in Switzerland, 
because of its shape. I am sure you are familiar 
with this. The Toblerone bar is famous not 
only for its shape and taste, but also for its 
red-and-gold wrapper. It is in supermarkets an 
convenience stores everywhere. 

But then, last year, as the price of ingredients 
suddenly rose, the size of the bar in the UK 
shrunk—but the length stayed the same, and 
the number of peaks was reduced to nine by the 
simple expedient of making the valleys between 
the peaks larger. Nobody particularly liked this. 

As a result, last spring a company called 
Poundland in England decided to do something 


about it. There are, in the County of Shropshire 


near their factory, two humpy hills called Wrekin 
and Ercall. The matter on the table at a business 
meeting at Poundland was whether they could 


create their own triangular chocolate bar, have 
it be 10 peaks instead of 9, make it with more 
chocolate and take away Toblerone’s business. 
Toblerone held an EU trademark on the shape 
of the bar. Was this shape still so distinctive 
that the trademark remained valid? And could 
this hold up when the shape was changed by 
adding valleys in a new bar? The lawyers for 
Poundland thought not. 

Thus, last spring Poundland announced it 
would introduce a new triangular chocolate bar 
called “Twin Peaks.” Each of the 10 triangles 
would be as tall as the Toblerone mountains, 
but would consist of two peaks each (20 in 
all) to celebrate the Wrekin and Ercall hills of 
Shropshire, beloved by all Englishmen. There 
would be smaller valleys like the old Toblerone 
and more chocolate in the mountains. They 
would package it in red-and-gold wrappers just 
like Toblerone the same shape and size, with a 
different mountain on the wrapper. 

Toblerone swiftly filed a suit against 
Poundland. And Poundland swiftly decided to 
hold off putting Twin Peaks in the stores. They’d 
try to work something out with Mondelez, the 
maker of Toblerone. 

Poundland wrangled with Toblerone for the 
next few months. They had 500,000 candy bars 
with the red-and-gold wrappers now sitting 
in climate controlled warehouses, awaiting 
orders. Finally, a bargain was struck. 

Poundland would be allowed to sell the 


500,000 candy bars, but only after re-packaging 
them in a different color wrapper. After that, 
Poundland could re-design their candy bar with 
more chocolate or less chocolate for their two 
sacred hillocks, but the bar could not look like 
the distinctive Toblerone bar. 

Poundland plans to do just that. 


How Robots Will Save Us

The other day, I saw (Continued on next page) 
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videos showing that in places inundated by 
floods there is still furniture, TVs, kitchen 
appliances, bedding and other junk lining the 
sides of the road in great piles because even 
years later—in places like Houston, Puerto 
Rico, Florida and other places—humans won’t 
pick it up because they don’t know where else 
to put it. 

So here’s my solution to that problem. Send 
the truck-driving robots out with package- 
picking-up robots in the back—from port cities 
or Amazon warehouses—to pick up all the trash 
by the sides of the road and stack it in neat 
little rows along the vulnerable waterfronts of 
cities around the nation. Other robots can do 
the same thing with tons of dirt to cover this 
trash. This will buy vulnerable cities around 
the country another decade before the rising 
waters from global warming threaten again. 

I should point out that robots survive rising 
waters. Humans will not. I should also point 
out that as the waters rise—they will rise fifty 
feet before the ice caps are all melted—so 
Florida will just be a little nub. The Hamptons 
will be a series of small islands. Do you 
know about Jakarta, Indonesia? This city of 
30 million is already 40% below sea level. It 
will likely be the first city that will need to be 
permanently evacuated to higher ground. Not 
only because of rising water, but also because 
of underground aquifers rapidly being slurped 
up by humans.

Maybe our leaders can train robots to punish 
the people who won’t stop in the same way 
a German Shepherd will take down a fleeing 
prison escapee. 

I’ve often thought that as we get robots to 
do all the work, we can focus human efforts on 
how to vacation and have fun with their time. 
Why the hell do we have to work, anyway? 

But I think if we do not take action now, 
200 years hence, all that will be on the Earth 
will be the animals and the robots to look after 
them. What a fate for humans—down and out 

: into extinction because we were smart, but just 
not smart enough for our own good. 

Let me tell you about stupid. The 
environmentalists among us paint their trucks 
green and bear signs reading SAVE THE 
PLANET. The planet will be fine. It’s we that will 
not be fine.

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This Week’s Cower Artist: Manoucher Yektai

Manoucher Yektai’s 
paintings were on display 
recently as part of Guild 
Hall’s year-end exhibitions 
featuring local artists. 
Yektai’s work wasn’t the 
only art showing throughout 
Guild Hall’s museum space, 
which included works by 
another Dan’s Papers cover 
artist, Pamela. Topham. 
In fact, Manoucher wasn’t even the only Yektai 
on display. Manoucher’s two sons, Nico and 
Darius, are also artists and both of them had 
pieces on display. Nico, a furniture designer 
by trade, was showing a large-scale curvilinear 
bench; Darius, a sculptor, showed “The 
Ascension,” a sculpture made of small fragments 
of wood pieced together and jutting upward. 
On the surrounding walls were Manoucher’s 
paintings, still-lifes and portraits thick with 
expressionist brushstrokes. 

But before Manoucher Yektai was a painter, 
he was a poet, writing in his native Farsi. 
He was first introduced to painting as an art 
form while a student at Tehran University in 
Iran, when he met Mehdi Vishkaei, considered 
one of the pioneers of Iranian modern painting. 
As Niki Yektai, Manoucher’s wife, recounts, 
“Vishkaei invited Manoucher to his studio 
and began a portrait of him. He showed 
Manoucher two postcards, one of Cezanne 


and one of Van Gogh. Manoucher chose 
Cezanne as the better painter and feels the 
same today.” The two discussed art at length, 
and Manoucher, practically overnight, became 
an artist. “Vishkaei opened up a totally new 
world to Manoucher,” Niki said, adding, 
“Manoucher went home to tell his mother 
he was a painter.” One can only imagine his 
mother’s response. 

Yektai, now in his late 90s, dreamed of going 
to Paris and, after graduating in 1945, decided 
to do so. “He took a long circuitous route 
during World War Il,” his wife tells us. He 
ended up in New York for a brief time, where 
he studied at Ozenfant’s studio on 20th Street 
and at the Art Student League, before finally 
arriving in Paris. “Although much impressed 
with Paris,” Niki says,. “he, realized New York 
‘is where it’s at.” After two years studying 
at Paris’s Ecole des Beaux Arts, Manoucher 
made the move back to New York in 1947. 
there he. became. a member > of the 
8th Street Club and friendly with many Abstract 


~ Expressionists, among them Jackson Pollock 


and Willem de Kooning. As art critic Thomas 
McEvilley notes in a biographical sketch of 
Yektai; the journey through three cultures, 
from a painter’s perspective, seemed clear 
in its meaning: “From Iran where, under 
Islamic strictures about imagery, free artistic 
expression was not available, first...to the ripe 
ambience of the School of Paris, then (more 
permanently) to the fledgling excitement of the 
emerging New York School.” 


Like his Abstract Expressionist friends, 
“Manoucher does not draw on the canvas 
before painting,” Niki says. “He’s not a painter 
who goes regularly to the studio and he does 
not paint every day.” She quotes Manoucher: 
“At the moment of disgust of myself and despair, 
I finally attack the canvas,” which, she points 
out, is always on the floor. “He straddles the 
canvas and paints.” 

Throughout the years, Manoucher never 
stopped writing. poetry. “He feels,” Niki says, 
“it’s the same pursuit as his painting, just in a 
different medium.” She adds that when he takes 
breaks from painting, “which have lasted as 
long as two years,” he goes back to poetry. &

Nora begins to spiral out of control, and her anger 
issues are exposed just as we learn that Hugh and 
Helene have been murdered. What follows is Nora’s 
investigation into who committed the crime, though 
the police, and sometimes even Nora herself, believe 
she is the perpetrator.

Nora is self-deprecating, paranoid and, and as a 
character, unlikable. This makes the suspense of 
the novel fall a bit flat. The reader feels lukewarm 
toward Nora after reading through chapter after 
chapter of Nora questioning herself in a repetitious 
and trivial way and feels that Nora cannot be trusted 
as a narrator. Nor is she enjoyable as one. Nora also 
makes obvious observations throughout that lead 
the reader to believe they are not being trusted 
to draw their own conclusions regarding the main 
character’s mental state: “[...] and it dawned on me 
that for weeks I'd been wearing nothing but black: 
black jeans, black Pilates pants, black T-shirts, and 
black sweaters. Yet another symptom of my dark 
emotional state.” 

The novel’s other characters, however, bring wit 
and ground the story in reality in contrast to Nora, 
who seems unreliable and over-dramatic. Ben, editor 
of The Courier, where Nora works, is charming 
and dependable. He and Nora develop a romantic 
relationship—which seems a bit far-fetched given 
that Nora is under suspicion for her ex-husband’s 
murder—but it brings a light heartedness to the 
novel that is much needed. The town of Pequod is 


a character of its own. Through the descriptions 
we receive from Nora as she moves through her 
days there, enjoying The Tea Cozy and other quaint 
establishments, the reader gets a real sense of what 
it is like living in Pequod. The column Nora writes, 
“Tips for Living,” and the responses she receives 
from residents, also give more depth to the town. 
The residents are mainly working class, though the 
“summer people” have begun to invade the small 
town. This results in an us vs. them mentality that is 
poignant and an interesting subplot. 

The interactions with police also serve to drive the 
plot forward. Nora is judgmental of law enforcement, 
at one point observing an officer to be “a former C 
student” who was given “some authority” after he 
repeats instructions for Nora to remove her outer 
garments when she arrives at the police station. The 
main detective on the case, Roche, is depicted as

intimidating and out for blood. Nora clearly believes 
from the beginning of the investigation that the 
police are not only prejudicial, or as Nora puts it, 
“divorcist,” but manipulative. Nora’s interactions 
with the police are some of the most interesting 
parts of the novel because of how resistant Nora is 
toward their authority, and how the police react to 
the traits Nora exhibits that have been visible to the 
reader throughout the novel, though not addressed. 
Shafransky’s novel is detailed and well written, 
though the main character is flawed and at times 
infuriating. The charm of Pequod, and of characters 
such as Ben, keeps the novel grounded as discoveries 
are made about this unthinkable crime committed in 
a town that is otherwise, mostly, undisturbed.

| hsbamedingen today live in an era _ offering 
unprecedented global investment choices, in 
both active and passive vehicles. Investments in 
each category have opportunities and challenges 
for investors to consider when crafting an optimal 
financial strategy. With so many choices at your 
fingertips, how can you best capitalize on what the 
markets have to offer? There is no right answer for 
everyone, but in many cases, it may make sense 
to use both active and passive investments to 
effectively build and manage a diversified portfolio. 


Defining active and passive investing 

Active investing is an approach that seeks 
to capitalize on inefficiencies in the market by 
identifying individual securities that don’t currently 
appear to be priced based on their true underlying 
value. Success using this approach generally requires 
in-depth research and analysis by knowledgeable 
investment professionals. Many traditional mutual 
funds fall. into this category. Active fund managers 
who oversee these funds seek to generate returns 
that outperform a benchmark, or a specific measure 
of market performance, such as the S&P 500 index. 
They make investment decisions based on a defined 
approach or strategy. 

Passive investing is an approach that seeks to 
match the performance or a specific benchmark 
or segment of the market. Many passive investors 
choose, for example, to put their money to work 
in an index fund that invests in a broad segment 
of the market. Perhaps the most common passive 
investments are funds that track the performance 
of the S&P 500 Index, an unmanaged index of large 
capitalization U.S. stocks. The premise is to own a 


broad cross-section of the market, or of a segment 
of the market, rather than trying to identify specific 
securities that may outperform a benchmark or 
segment of the market. 

It’s worth noting that there are increasingly more 
investment options offering a middle ground between 
active and passive strategies. Called strategic or 
smart beta, this investment strategy combines the 
transparency, consistency, and cost-efficiency of 
passive investing, with the investment insights found 
in active management. 


Considerations for each approach 

There are benefits and shortcomings to each 
approach. Actively managed investment strategies 
offer the opportunity for outperformance versus a 
specific segment of the market. They can also take 
steps to defend against the impact of down markets 
that inevitably occur from time to time, often by 
avoiding individual securities or sectors that have 
challenges. To accommodate the research and 
expertise involved, actively managed investments 
typically come with higher expenses, which detract 
from the net returns they generate. Also, because 
they are using a selective approach to investing, 
there are times when they will choose to invest in 
securities that don’t perform to expectations, and 
perhaps miss out on the full benefit of broader 
upward trends in the market. 

A key benefit of passive investing is that fees 
tend to be lower than other investment strategies. 
They also tend to be tax efficient because trading 
is minimized in the fund as it continues to track an 
index over the long term. A downside to passive 
funds is that by simply investing in a benchmark, an 
investor foregoes the opportunity to outperform that 
index. This means returns tend to match those of the

market, minus any fees. Also, in volatile periods or 
when markets trend down, index fund investors will 
see their investments follow a similar path. 


A case for both strategies 

Is one approach the best choice for your portfolio? 
The reality for many investors is that a combined 
approach may be an effective solution. Investors 
should pay close attention to factors that can affect 
their investment results, including fees, different 
sources of potential investment return and the 
benefits of a diversified portfolio. 

You may determine that part of your portfolio 
should generally track with the market. If that’s the 
case, a passive fund may make sense. At the same 
time, you may want to take advantage of specific 
opportunities in segments of the market where 
selectivity may help you reach your goals. If so, 
active strategies may offer a better path to success. 

The good news is that you have a tremendous 
opportunity to effectively diversify and tailor your 
portfolio to help you achieve your long-term goals.

I bought a bag of Sagaponack 
farmer Marilee Foster’s black 
turtle beans recently. A bag 
goes a long way. I soaked all of 
the beans overnight and then 
boiled them with a tablespoon 
of salt for about 35 minutes. 
I used four cups of these 
prepared beans in the recipe 
below, instead of canned black 
beans, and refrigerated the 


rest. The local beans made for a really good soup. 
As you can see, this is a “pantry recipe”’—you 
probably have everything you need in your kitchen 


to make it right now. 


BLACK BEAN & RICE SOUP 


Ingredients: 


1 tablespoon olive oil

1 medium yellow onion, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

1 teaspoon ground cumin 

1 teaspoon chili powder (or more, to taste) 


6 cups chicken stock 


2 150z.-cans black beans, rinsed and drained 
1 14.50z.-can tomatoes, chopped (undrained) 


1 cup cooked rice
